REDS BATTLE ALLIED TROOPS.

ARCHANGEL, Nov. 23. — The 
American and Entente troops have 
encountered strong opposition both 
on the Vologda-Archangel Railway 
and on the Dvina River. Owlng to 
the swampy condition of the terrain, 
it has been necesgary to confine op- 
erations to the waterway and the 
railway. As the upper part of the 
river is deeper than at its mouth, the 
Bolsheviki craft, equipped with large 
guns, have been better able to ma- 
neuver than the Entente ships and 
have prevented the occupation of 
Kotlas by the Mntente. 

A pian ie under discussion in mili- 
tary circles for the creation of a 
voluntary army for Russian relief, 
should the Allies agree wpon the 
policy of feeding Russia. 

Daylight in Archangel now is of 
only four hours’ duration, and _ this 
fact, with the fogs, facilitates the 
guerrilla warfare of the Boilsheviki, 
operating in the shelter of the for- 
ests.

In regard to the interview he re- 
cently had with President Wilson, 
the Prince asserted that he was not 
at liberty to repeat what the Presi- 
dent had said, but he made it piain 
that President Wilson “would atand 
for Russia” and that the President's 
mind was open concerning the meas- 
ures to be taken by America and the 
Allies to assist Russia. 

Prince Lvoff emphasized that he 
came to America in a private ca- 
pacity. It had been hinted that he 
might be one of the Ruesian spokes- 
men at the peace conference. He 
said the Allies themselves might 
designate or suggest a plan for the 
designation of those who would 
speak for his country, but if he 
shovld be invited he would feel it 
to be his duty to serve. 

He hed planned to come to the 
United States eight months azo, he 
said; he was prévented then by ofr- 
cumstances. The chief object of his 
coming was to give correct informa- 
tion about the situation in Ruesia. 
He had found the American esti- 
mate of Bolshevism and the Bol- 
sheviki accurate, but the general im- 
pression in regard to Russia general- 
ly was not quite correct. 


The main question, he asserted, 
was, ig it possibile to overthrow the 
Bolsheviki by the use of Russian 
forces alone? The Bolsheviki, he 
said, do not enjoy thé moral support 
of the people; only a small part of 
Russia's population are Bolsheviki. 
But the Bolsheviki do possess the 
physical force through the poseces- 


kinds, and through the exercise of 
force, supplemented by the ‘‘terror.” 
they have thus far been enabled to 
maintain their power over the larger 
part of European Ruasia. 

Prince Lvoff spoke in favor of Al- 

lied intervention, military as well as 
economic.

Howard Vernon, stenographer of 
the county grand jury, retired from 
his position today, pending an in- 
vestigation of the entire matter out- 
lined in the Densmore report, by 
that body.

The reversal by the California Su- 
preme Court of ite original decision 
In the contest of the will of the late 
Senator James G, Fair of Nevada, 
involving millions of dollars, result- 
ed from the reversal of opinion by 
F. W. Henshaw, member of the Su- 
preme Court for more than a score 
of years. This ts the case referred 
to in Judge Henshaw's denial of 
bribery charges. 

When he died in 1894, Senator 
Fair left a “trust will” 
for life incomes for his 
dren, Charities L. Fair, Mrs. Theresa 
(Hermann) Oelrichs and Mra. Vir- 
ginla (William K.) Vanderbilt, and 
for distribution of his preperty afi- 
er their deaths equally to their heirs 
and those of his brothers and ais- 


contest against the trust features of 
the will, asking that the entire es- 
tate be left to them. The decision 
of Bu or Judge Charies W. Slack 
in 1895 was in their favor. 

The executors and trustees under 
the will then appesied toe the State 
Supreme Court, where, in 1962, they 
pbotained 4 reversal of the Superior 
Court judgment. 

-Former Justice Henshaw con- 
eurred in this decision. The con- 
testants soon thereafter obtained a 
reheating, following which the Bu- 
preme Court reversed tts former de- 
cision and upheld the decree of the 
Superior Court in favor of the chil- 
dren.

DOGS FOR DEAD HORSES 


BATTLE 1% STREETs TO OBTAIN 
CARRION FOR FOOD, sAY¥s 
BRITISHER.

LONDON, Nov. 1%3.—Dogs and 
men are bettling in Petrograd for 
the flesh of horses which drop dead 
in the streets, according to a British 
business man who has just arrived 
in London. He escaped from Petro- 
grad early in November. 

The Bolshevik government, he 
said. has announced since the re- 
Capture of Kazan, Simbrisk and 
mara that they would have grain 
enough to feed the soldiers, sailors 
and their own partisans throughout 
the winter. They will not ltasue food 
to any other persons. 

As a result money has lost its 
food-buying power, and the non-Bol- 
shevik Russians are in a desperate 
condition. 

All the wholesale and retail estab- 
lishments have been natidhalized and 
by putting Bolshevik committees in 
charge all residences, M. Zino- 
vief, the Food Administrator. has 
effected a complete secret service 
system of food. The transport of 
food inte Petrograd is under close 
supervision, cutting off the Iiast 
source available to non-Bolshevik!, 

The friction between Zinovieff and 
the Moscow authorities continues, 
Zinovieff insisting that the northern 
commune should be independent.

NWEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Fifteen 
steamships, aggregating 206,769 
<ross tons, were lost by the Cunard! 
Line during the war, it was learned 
here today. Of these, all except two 
were classed as war losses, having 
heen sunk by torpedoes or mines. 
The pania and the Ascania were 
lost through accidents. 

The tonnege sunk represents ep-! 


proximately one-half of that pos- | 
sessed by the line at the outbreak of 
the war in 1914. Nearly all of the 
Cunard liners were well-known At-

The naval recruiting station here 
has maintained a large lead over 
other stations of the Western Divi- 
sion.

The office was opened here in 
May, 1917, and according to tigures 
compiled by E. V. Brown, principal 
clerk in the finance and accounting 
division, Los Angeles manufactories. 
business houses and the adjacent 
agricultural districts have _ thor- 
oughly done their share in winning 
the war. The average monthly pur- 
chases from June 30, 1917, to July 
1, 1918, were $250,000. Since July, 
i918, the purchases have rapidly ir- 
creased and it is expected that they 
will amount to over $300,000 per 
month for the fiscal year «ensuing. 
In June, 1917, the purchases were 
only $100,000. For November they 
will reach $500,000. All of this 
money goes directly into bueiness 
concerns in Southern California. 
The supplies are for an average of 
35,000 men. 

Lieut.-Col. Penrowe’s staff includes 
Maj. Peter. Hanses, Capt. Luther 
Joralemon, Lieut. Blake, Lieut. 
Wiltse and George A. Courtwright, 
field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, 
chief clerk. 

Among the most important items 
purchased monthly by the 
through the Food Administration 
are: Flour, 440,000 pounds; beans, 
$0,000 pounds; rice, 20,000 pounds; 
tomatoes, 30,000 cans; prunes, 15,- 
000 pounds; apples, 15,000 poungs; 
peaches, 15,000 pounds; sugar, 161,- 
600 pounds; milk, evaporated, 99,- 
000 cans: dried apples, 1200 cans; 
apricots, 3600 cans; string beans, 
10.000 cans; Cherries, 12,000 cans; 
corn, 30,000 ns; peaches, 8000 
cans; peas, 24,000 cans; pineapples, 
8000 cans: raisins, 9000 packages; 
sardines, 1200 cans. These foods 
are bought through the Food Ad- 
ministration, and are supplied to 
other stations as well. The handling 
of subsistence supplies is under the 
direction of W. E. Ronan, principal 
clerk. 

The quantities handled through 
this division of the office alone are 
enough to stagger a grocer. Among 
the other items, not purchased 
through the Food Administration, 
are beef, bacon (shipped in,) canned 
salmon, potatoes, onions, coffee, tea, 
tepieca, chocolate, butter, lard, 


dem ms The articles just mentioned 


are among the tesues, or rations, 
furnished the army. Other erticles 
are candies, cheese, corn, crackers 
of all kinds, sugar-cured ham, oat- 
meal, canned soups of all kinds and 
xmoking and chewing tobacco. 

In addition to those enumerated, 
here are somt of the food items of 
importance furnished monthly to 
the quartermester’s office: Fresh 
perk, on requisition; baking pow- 


der. 1800 cans: potatoes, 790,000 
pounds: onions, 60,000 pounds; 
roasted and ground coffee, 50,000 


pounds: not ground, 10,000 pounds; 
teas, 2450 pounds. 

Imagine, for instance, buying for 
a year’s use, 374,400 pounds of lard, 
or 36,000 pounds of butter, the same 
amount of issue soap, with 21,600 
pounds of fancy varieties on the 
side, and 12,000 pounds of chocolate 
candies, 7200 pounds of other kinds 
ef candy and 360,000 packages of 
cornstarch, with 5060 pounds of 
laundry starch besides. 

Cltes A supplies. which include 
everything needed by the army not 
in subsistence, embrace some of the 
items purchased by the 
cal quartermaster’s office, as well as 
some of the smallest articles. This 
Class includes clothing, bedding, 
gloves, metal, hardware, office sta- 
tidnery and office furniture, as well 
as stnal) bite of parts for automo- 
hiles, and the automobiles them- 
selves. 

The office, through J. P. Maxwell, 
mincipal clerk of the property di- 
vision. and following inepection by 
the force of Thomas J. Golding, 
principal clerk of the Inspection di- 
vision. recently bought 100 More- 
land trucks, al] of which were made 
in Los Angeles. The total cost for 
the trucks, of which there are forty 
two and a half ton trucks and sixty 
fuur-ton vehicles,.is estimated at 
$550,000. Fourteen of these trucks 
left last week for Camp Kearny and 
one for Camp Lewis. During the 
year the office has purchased over 
300 of these Los Angeles-made vehi- 
cles. 

One of the big items which con- 
tributed to the army's needs was 
37.200 tons of alfalfa, bought here 
and shipped from Impertai Valley. 

An idea of what Los Angeles busi- 
ness men did is found in the pur- 
chase of 13.000 rain coats, costing 
about $50,000, and $15,000 worth of 
army leggins, 2500 large tents and 
2090 storage tents. The Los An- 
geles boiler factories furnished thou- 
sands of garbage cans, kettles and 
copper boilers. Until recently the 
headquarters of the motor vehicle 
section was here, and thousands of 
parts for motorcycles were bought 
here. 

Frank Doeesburg. principal 
clerk of the transportation division, 
has information regarding what Los 
Angeles and surrounding districts 
have done for the war that is sur- 
prising. He says that at West Al- 
hambra is located the largest felt 
mil} west of Chicago, the Standard 
elt Company, an outgrowth of the 
war. The company has such a fine 
grade of felt that felt for gas masks 
was ebtained there. The factory 
employs 300 persone. Mr. Doesburz's 
division handles all transportation of 
men in or attached to the army. 

Figures show that 2986 men, 
mostiy singly and independent of 
troop or draft movements, left Los 
Angeles for many destinations dur- 
ing the war. The total freight ton- 
nage for the office from Los Angeles 
ior the year ending June 30 was 
20,463.33. This required 2557 sep- 
arate shipments. 

Felt from West Alhambra. biank- 
ets from Long Beach. woo! from 
Santa Ana, shirts, coats, trousers 
and gloves are sent from Los An- 
geles to Chicago, St. Louis and other 
eastern points. Shipments are 
made, where possible, by land-grant 
and bend-aided ralfiroads.

Raise Millions. 


Studios Here Big Buyers of | 


Liberty Bonds. 
Women’s Relief Did Much for 
Soldiers and Sailors. 


It is impossible to estimate too 
highly the efficient and tireless 
work done by the picture and stage 
folk in aid of the great war cause. 
Indeed, it’s a battle in arithmetic to 
outline the work the motion-picture 
and theatrical folk of Los Angeles 
have done during the war. 

Two organizations, the Motion 
Picture War Service Association 
and the Stage Women’s War Relief, 
Include practically every member of 
the motion picture and stage folk. 
The home charities which the mo- 
tion-picture people are maintaining 
for their own falks have been or- 
ganized with exceptional! efficiency. 
Through. the Motion Picture War 
Service Association and the Stage 
Womgn's War Relief the families ctf 
soldiers and sailors have been cared 
for and funds provided for the sick. 

Money has also been given for the 
care of sick and wounded soldiers 
and satlors, and those who return 
in a. condition of health that does 
not permit them to resume their 
former occupations will be assisted 
by these organizations and trained 
for different work that will make 
them self-supporting. Entertain- 
ments have been furnished at Fort 
MacArthur, Camp Kearny and the 
San Pedro naval) base by both or- 
ganizations, and canteen work has 
been carried on at the Mason Op- 
erahouse by the Stage Women’s 
War Relief, who also opened ‘tea 
rooms at Grauman’s Theater, while 
the two organizations furnished 
zealous attendants at the Kinema 
Red Cross tea rooms. For six 
months one or more picture and 
stage stars appeared daily at the 
Red Cross shops on Alvarado street. 
stimulating contributions through 
auctions and other means. , 

HELPED ALLIED EXHIBIT. 

When the Allied War Exhibits 
Exposition was being promoted, the 
government wished some startling 
spectacie prepared to awaken the 
city to the importance of patroniz- 
ing the show. The War Depart- 
ment asked the M.P.W.8.A. to un- 
dertake the task, and the response 
was a parade that cost the severe! 
studios $50,009 in cash to furnish, 
in addition to the time and talent 
of the studio staffs. The floats used 
were so effective that the War De- 
partment used them as mode's for 
similar parades in all parts of the 
country. 

One of the spectacular features 
of the work among the motion-pic- 
ture folk was the tank in Central 
Park. where millions of dollars 
worth of Liberty Bonds were sold to 
the public. Each studio assumed 
charge of the tank on special days. 
providing the attractions which 
were so original and effective that 
the tank activities became an ¢s- 
tablished institution in all cities. In 
addition to the local work with the 
tank, the stars accompanied other 
tanks on tours of the surroundings 
country, and in every town secured 
more than the allotment for that 
town with one day's work. 

spectacular, but more im- 
portant in a national sense has 
been the production of propaganda 
pictures in the local studios. More 
than seventy-five complete pictures 
have been delivered to the Bureau of 
Public Information of the War De- 
partment at Washington, with suffti- 
cient prints to permit the pictures to 
be shown in all parts of the country 
at the same time. The cost of these 
productions wad $1,200,000. Had 
the players and producers been paid 
regular salaries for their work, the 
=e would have cost $30,00¢,-. 
000. 

SEWING AND KNITTING. 

The Stage Women's War Reliet 
has worked quietly, but efficiently in 
the cause. The organization hay 
work rooms in the Mason Opera- 
house Building, and even during the 
“flu” epidemic, members have been 
constantly at work sewing and 
knitting articles which have been 
either donated to the Red Cross 
the Belgian, French and Italian Re. 
liefa, or have been sent abroad di- 
These included pneumonia 

“flu” masks, sweaters 
might shirts, dresses and 
baby clothes. 

At present a,bazaar is being 
planned for the benefit of the ac- 
tresses and actors who have been 
out of work suffering with imfiu- 
enza. A bureau is being establishe< 
by this organization, thé work of 
which will be to find employment 
for actors and actresses who, due 
to war vondirions, are out of work, 
while help will also be extended to 
families of soldiers and sallors who 
are In want. 

Exact figures regarding the part 
the playere have done in raising 
money disclose the following: 

The film industry in the West is 
responsible for the raising of 
$4,855,450 during the last Liberty 
Loan drive, of which amount they 
personally subscribed $1,257,859. 
The largest purchaser of the West

EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 
MEET? LABOR NEEDS. 


SERVICE HERE SUPPLIED MEN 
AND WOMEN FOR MUCH 
WAR WORK. 


The United States goverament, as 
a war-time measure, on July 1 took 
over and consolidated the city, 
cotnty and State employment bureau 
branches in Los Angeles under the 
hame of the United States employ- 
ment service. Similar consolidations 


were effected throughout the coun- 
iry im order that the Federal gev- 
ernment could supply war-time labor 
needs. Emil J. Bernatche was placed 
in charge as examiner of the local 

From January 1 to October 1 this 
office supplied 15.347 men and wom- 
en with what might properly be 
termed war work. This is divided 
under three heads—mines, agricul- 
tural and ratfiroad work. Under the 
heading of mines some of the jobe 
supplied were as blacksmiths, cas 
engine operators, steel and  othet 
shipworkers. Under the heading of 
agricultural, the jobs included team - 
sters and workers to handle the 
bean, beet, cotton and other crops 


as well as fruit pickers. Raliroad 
work includes laborers. 
Waces for agricultural! help 


ranged from %2.50 to $5 a day, in- 
cleoding board: for railroad men 
from $2.75 to $5.50 a day, with 
board, and for mining occupations 


from $3.50 to 87 a day. without 
board. 
The United States employment 


service is a part of the Department 
of Labor which has recently taken 
over the Woman's Land Army of 
America. which supplied women 
agricultural workers during the war 
The women were a success in the 
work and “farmereites” have come 
to stay, though hereafter the work 
will be directed by the United States 
employment service.

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EDITION FOR CAMP KEARNY 
PRINTED BY “TIMES” Is 
NOTABLE WORK. 


Of the thirty-two editions of 
Trench and Camp published for sol- 
diers In the United States canton- 
ments, that printed for Camp Kear- 
nv by The Times under the aus- 
pices of the National War Work 
Council of the Y.M.C.A. is admit- 
tedily one of the largest and best. 

Trench and Camp is a coldiers’ 
paper, printed for soldiers and writ- 
ter. and edited by soldiers. It came 
Intec existence on October 1, 1917, 
with an advisory board composed of 
the leading publishers of America. 

As first issued, it consisted of 
eight pages of the size of The Times 
Illustrated Weekly Magazine. Four 
pages were compiled at Y.M.C.A. 
headquarters In New York and were 
used in common by all of the thir- 
ty-two editions. The other four 
pages were filled with local matter 
written by soldier contributors. 

The Camp Kearny edition, like 
the others, was and has since been 
distributed free to soldiers. The 
white paper was furnished by the 
national Y.M.C.A. from a special 
func provided hy subscriptions. The 
printing, compiling and other work 
necessary to issue the publication 
were done free by The Times for 
Camp Kearny and by other leading 
American newspapers for other 


oO re and men of the Fortieth 
Division took a lively interest in the 
publication from its first issue until 
their departure for France. Writ- 
ers and cartoonists of ability in the 
ranks of the division were the sole 
contributors, Interest In the paper 
increased so rapidly that the soldiers 
declared they must have more space 
and larger number of copies. 

The cireulation increased from 
4060 copies weekly to 12,000 copies, 
the number now being printed each 
week. The paper was increased in 
size to six pages of the full eize of 
The Times and later to eight pages. 

When the Sixteenth Division, with 

a nucleus of Regular Army troops, 
was assigned to Camp Kearny, there 
was no slackening of interest. New 
cortributors replaced those who had 
gone overseas. Last Tuesday's num- 
ber of Trench and Camp for Camp 
Kearny was one of the Best Trench 
ani Camp numbers printed any- 
where, in news, high quality of 
articles and illustrations. 
How much longer the publication 
wilh continue has not been decided, 
but the men of the Sixteenth urgent- 
ly ask that it be continued as long 
as they remain in camp.

HUNS AT HOME 
HUNTED DOWN. 


Slackers and Pacifists are 
Vigorously Prosecuted. 


Fine Team Work by Federal, 
City and County Men, 


Between Them Thousands of 
Cases are Handled. 


Activities of pro-Germans and 
pacifists, together with the hunting 
up and prosecution of slackers and 
others, kept city. county and Fed- 
eral officials busy throughout the 
entire war period. The Department 
of Justice, with C. L. Keep as spe- 
cial agent in charge, investigated 
17.5600 cases between November 1, 
1917. and the time of the signing 
of the armistice. 

These included 700 draft slack- 
ers, many accused of violations of 
the Espionage Act and persons 
prosecuted for aiding the enemy. 
Not all of these were in Los Ange- 
les because Mr. Keep's jurisdiction 
embraced the whole southern dis- 
trict. 

Thousands of cases were re- 
ported by private individuals, one 
of which resulted in the arrest of a 
man who had in his possession pic- 
tures of the aviation school at Sen 
Diego and also of Camp Kearny, 
evidently taken from a balloon. In 
another case the prisoner was 
found to be receiving money from 
the imperial German government, 
and another man had a commission 
as an officer in the Hun army. 

POLICE ACTIVITIES. 

The Los Angeles police depart- 
ment worked hand in hand with 
the Department of Justice. Chief 
of Police Butler organized the war 
equad on April 1, 1918. Prior to 
that the cases were handled throuch 
the numerous departments. Here 
is the result accomplished, as tabu- 
lated up to November 1, 1918: 

Number of cases investigate, 
17,220: male alien enemies regts- 
tered, °645: female alien enemies 
registered, 1526; changes of ad- 
dress of alien enemies handied, and 
permission to change «ranted. 
42°22: totel of arrests. investigations 
and registrations. 15,713. 

United States Marshal C. T. Wal- 
ton and deputies handied a 
large number of cases under the 
draft law and for violations of the 
Espionage Act. In one dgy, when 
the first draft was at its height, 
they served 400 warrants. They e#r- 


rested 115 alien enemies. all of 
whom were interned or otherwise 
deak with. They made nearly 600 


arrests for un-American operations 

during the period of the war. 
DISTRICT COURT ACTIVITIES. 
One of the busiest offices on the 


Coast throughout the war period 
was that of United States District 
Attorney O'Connor. The records 


show that since April, 1917, there 
have been 142 trials in the loca: 
"nited States Court involving viocla- 
tions of the draft and FEspionage 
acta, selling liquor to men in uni- 
form, hoarding foodstuffs, trans- 
porting explosives and other of- 
fenses. There were 127 4convic- 
tions. eleven acquittals, four mis- 
trials and forty-three cases are 
pending. In addition there were 
275 arreste where the defendant 
subsequently was inducted into the 
military service. - 

Among the notable cases handied 
were those of Dr. Frank T. Howen- 
stine, Mre. Idell Kennedy and Jo- 
seph LeRor, charged with obstruct- 
ine the draft in fitting men with 
giasees that would temporarily 
injure their vision. Howenstine was 
sentenced to ten years and Mrs.

Old Coast Defense Men Form 
Ammunition Trains, 


At the time the armistice was 
signed Los Angeles had within her 
boundaries two coast artillery regi- 
ments roady to leave on short no- 
tice for France. These are the Sec- 
ond Avmy Artillery Park, which 
made a record by organizing in five 
weeks, and the Nineteenth Coast Ar- 
tillery, bowitzer regiment. Both 
of these units, as well as the coast 
defenses of Los Angeles, are under 
the command of Col. James M. Wil- 
llams. 

The Second Army Aré@lery Park 
began w.obilization OctcVer 5, and 
five weeks later was ready to go 
overseas. While it is mostly made 
up of men from Utah, Wyoming, 
Colorady and Oregon, there are also 
700 Los Angeles men in it. Quietly 
the coast artillery cantonment at 
Fort MacArthur has been organizing 
units aud sending them to the front, 
and now this army branch, officers 
say, preportionate to its size, has 
more men in France than any other 
branch of the service. There are 
now atout 2000 men stationed at 
Fort MacArthu-e. While this or-

FOUR THOUSAND, SENT. 
Fully 4000 men have been trained 
and sent from Fort MacArthur to 
join the fighters in France. This is 
the first time these facts have been 
published. Among the units to 
leave this summer were the Fifty- 
second Ammupition Train, Maj. 
Davis commanding; the Fifty-third, 
Maj. Bell commanding; and _ the 
Fifty-fifth, Maj. Lemmon command- 
ing. <A battery of the First Anti- 
aircraft Battalion was organized at 
Fort MacArthur and left in May, 
1917, for the front. In May of this 
year the Second Anti-aircraft Bat- 
talion, organized here, left for the 
front. It was commanded by Maj., 
now T.ieut.-Col. Schwabe. All of 
these units had as their nucleus 
either National Guard or regular 
army organizations. The three am- 
munition trains were made up of 
the old California Coast Artillery, 
National Guard, Federalized on Au- 
gust 5, 1917. A regular army unit, 
which came in quietly from the Phil- 
ippines. formed the nucleus for the 
Second Anti-aircraft Battalion. 
The Second Army Artillery Park is 
commanded by Lieut.-Col. Roger B. 
Colton, a Yale "08 man, who joined 
the army in 1910.

NEW CITIZENS 
MADE BY WAR. 


Naturalization Court Here 
has had Busy Year. 


Over Thirteen Hundred Aliens 
Given Certificates. 
Americanization Committee 
Aid to Movement. 


From America’s entry into the war 
in April, 1917, there hag been 4 
rapid and constant increase in the 
number of citizenship papers grant- 
ed to aliens in Los Angeles. When 
the British draft law went into ef- 
fect, the movement was accelerated, 
scores of English subjects filing 
their declarations of intention to 
become American citizens, while 
others whose petitions had been 
pending under the two-year rule 
hastened their hearings. 

The bars were put up against 
German and Austrian aliens in May, 
1917, and, although, many applica- 
tions were pending when war was 
formally declared, no certificates of 
citizenship to that class of persons 
hate since been issued. The decla- 
rations made previous to April, 1917, 
were hung up in the State Depart- 


ment at Washingtoa, and later Unit- 
ed States District Judges Bledsoe 


and Trippet announced that no peti- 


tion hearings would be considered 
here until the close of the war. 

Since April, 1917,. there have 
been 1380 #£certificates issued to 
aliens, making them American citi- 
zens, the monthly report since that 
daie ranging from a single certifi- 
cate issued in July, 1918, to 130 is- 
sued in both September, 1917, and 
in August, 1918. This does not in- 
clude 148 certificates issues as the 
result of the hearings of Judge Bled- 


soc at San Pedro, when alien sol- 


diers* were admitted to the privi- 
leges of citizenship. 

There have been no hearings since 
August. and the sessions of the 
naturalization court will not be re- 
sumed until December 20, when 2340 
petitions are to be heard, the larg- 


est number in the history of the 


local naturalization bureau. 
An agency that has been instru- 


mental in the citizenship movement 


has been the Committee on Ameri- 
carization, of which Lucien 
Brunswig is the Los Angeles chair- 
men. This committee has devoted 
efforts toward educating 
Mexican residents nere to the duty 


of loyalty to the United States and, 


until the influenza came, held large- 
ly attended meetings every Satur- 


day night at the Plaza. Meetings 
aleo were held at the Macy-street 
school, where efforts were made to 


Americanize more thoroughly the 
foreign-born parents through their 


ch‘idren. 


While, naturally, no statistics are 
aveilable to show the number of 
new citizens made by this com- 
mittee, it ie stated that a more 
thorough understan Ming of the~bdb- 
ligations of American citizenship has 
been disseminated among large 
numbers in Los Angeles through the 
committee's activities, These activi- 
ties will In no wise be curtailed be- 
cause of the ending of the war.

BEES BIG NEW INDUSTRY. 


That bee culture and the produc- 


tion of honey is commanding the at- 
tention of the government was indi- 
cated yesterday by an important con- 
ference held in the office of Super- 


visor R. H. Chariton, at the head of 


the Angeles National Reserve. 


Supervisor Chariton was not pres- 
ent, being confined at his home by 
an attack of the “flu,” but Dr. E. F. 
Phillips, apiculturist connected with 
the Department of Agriculture, at 
Washington, Assistant District For- 
ester L. A. Barrett of San Fran- 
cisco and Supervisors Hall of the 
Santa Barbara national reserve and 
Tillotson of the Cleveland national 
reserve made up the members of the 
conference. 

For many years there has been a 
demand for bee ranges in Southern 
California, and it is intended to 
make a complete survey of this ter- 
ritory in the hope of locating the 
places where bees will best thrive— 
where the feed, cover and rainfall 
are in proper proportions for the 
best results from a honey-producing 
point of view. 

CONSTANT INQUIRIES. 

There has been a constant and in- 
creasing inquiry for bee ranges in 
the three southern national reserves, 
with headquarters in San Diego, Los 
Angeles and Santa Barbara, and it 
ie believed that when the survey, 
based on inquiries and investigations 
conducted by the various forest su- 
pervisors, is completed, that the lo- 
cal forest offices will be able to fur- 
nish all of the necessary information 
as to the best lecations for bee 
ranges. 


The high price of honey, that is 


now quoted at 45 cents a  ~»pint, 
strained, is inducing many persons 
to embark in the business, but so 
far there has been an entire absence 
of any information as to the most 
available places for the establish- 
ment of bee ranges in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The meeting held here yes- 
terday Was preceded by a similar 
conference in San Diego Friday, and 
will be followed by another at Santa 
Barbara tomorrow. 

In addition to the forest super- 
visors, a number of local bee men 
attended yesterday's conference. One 
of the incidents of the meeting was 
the narration of events connected 
with the early production of honey 
in California, when the bee raiser 
was glad to get 6 cents a pound for 
his product, and was compelled to 
haul it to market, as there were no 
available railroads. 


SEEK CHOICE LOCATIONS. 


For some reason, the climate of 
Southern California is not the best 
adapted for the raising of bees, and 
the production of a harvest of 
honey, it is said. Ideal conditions 
are hot days and damp nights, when 
the bees work overtime gathering 
honey. Too many apiarists have 
lost valuable stands on account of 
foul brood. 

There is an abundance of white 
and black sage and orange bilos- 
soms, all fine honey makers. but for 
some reason the average apiarist in 
this part of the State has not been 
able to do much in the way of mar- 
keting large honey crops. 

It is believed that there are sec- 
tions in Southern California where 
good conditions obtain, and it is. to 
secure some definite knowledge 
along this line that the conference 
was held yesterday.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT GOES 
INTO PRODUCING BUSINESS. 


Now it’s the city health depart- 
ment which has gone into the mo- 
tion picture-producing business. 
realizing that they could reach thou- 
sands in this way with whom other- 
wise they could not come in con- 
tact. The instruction conveyed in

DOOM OF TITLE, “STAR.” | 


BY J. A. 


The most abused word in all film-, 
dum is “star’’—and that the end of 
the ill-advised use of that title, 
which has been the chief instru- 
ment in the inflation of salaries, is 
near at hand; and that more at- 
tention will be given to stories and 
casts—is my firm belief, and that is 
why I am rallying to my standard 
the many branches of the motion 
picture industry In my campaign for 
the betterment of the pictures and 
the elimination of waste in. produc- 
tien. 

As a matter of fact, the title “star” 
is commonly used by those who are 
stil] struggling for recognition—when 
they arrive, the public is quick to 
appreciate their merit and the word 
“star” sinks into oblivion and, in 
fact, their names take precedence 
even over the title of the story they 
are interpreting. 

Exhibitors realize the fact that 
the overpaid, inflated-value stars get 
their salaries, not from the man who 
tries to force them over, but from 
the exhibitor. In what other indus- 
try or business wil] you find such 
a sinful waste and throwing away of 
money? 

There is not the slightest doubt 
but that some of these so-called etars 
gct. and are still getting, real starts 
through pull and favoritism. Per- 
sor.ality is, after all, the real big 
requisite for successful screen artists. 
People who can get over sometimes 
on the stage with a good speaking! 
voice and other camouflage to help 
out. will fall fiat In the silent drama 
if they are not gifted with unusual 
personality. 

Now, I contend that there are'| 
oodies of people who have never 
taken part in a picture, or in fact 
in a play, either, who would, if given 
a chance, do far better work than a 
lot of the so-called stars if properly 
coached by someone who understands 
and who has the art of bringing out 
the best that is in them. 

I pre-viewed a picture some Mme 
ago, made in San Francisco by a 
cast that had never before played a 
part, but they were the right types 
and made good, and the picture was 
released on the Taramount pro- 
gramme, being far ahead of many 
other pictures I have seen on the 
eame programme.

No ar- 
rangements have been made to se- 
cure the Navy Department's aid as 
yet, but the chances are that spe- 
clal inducements will be offered to 
menibers of the naval reserve to 
enter the merchant service. It is 
also considered possible that men 
may be drafted for the merchant 
marine in the Interests of Europe's 
reconstruction. Valuable men, who 
have acquired their sea-legs and 
are skilled in some ship trade, could 
be drawn from the navy in this way; 
but a draft would be an emétrgency 
measure in case of a serious lack 
of volunteers. The experience of 
the Shipping Beard in getting re- 
cruite leads it to belleve that the 
American boy's love of the sea usua)- 
ly stands the test of practical ex- 
perience, and that the merchant 
marine will mot lack officers nor 
crews.

ALIAED SCIENTIFIC SOCTETIES 
SHOCKED BY METHODS OF 
KULTURED ENEMY 


(BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE. | 
LONDON, Oct. 31.—A declara- 
tion that the Central Powers must 


renounce the political methods which 
have jed to atrocities that have 
shocked the world before the Allied 
Scientific Societies can have scien- 
tific intercourse with similar orgeni- 
zations in the Central Empires has 
been adopted by the Inter-Allied So- 
cities “Conference here. This state- 
ment has been drawn up as a guide 
to scientific societies of the Allied 
nations which may intend to with- 
draw from intercourse with those of 
the Central Powors and to form new 
associstions from which Germans 
and Austrians are excluded. The 
statemert as adopted asserts: 

“The wanton destruction of prop- 
erty, *he murders and outrages on 
land and sea, the sinking of hos- 
pital ships, the insults and tortures 
inflicted on prisoners of war have 
left a stain on the history of the 
gullty nations which cannot be re- 
moved by mere compensation of the 
materia! damage inflicted. In or- 
der to restore the confidence with- 
out Which no scientific Intercourse 
ean be fruitful. the Central Powers 
must renounce the political methods 
which nave tle@ to atrocities that 
have shocked the civilized world.” 


ALASKA COLLEGE 
IS FARTHEST NORTH. 


AGRICULTURAL INSTITUTION TO 
TRAIN ITS GRADUATES TO 
DEVELOP COUNTRY.

FAIRBANKS (Alaska) Oct. 31.— 
The new Alaska Agricultural Col- 
lege and School of Mines, under con- 
atruction here, about 100 miles from 
the Arctic Circle. is belleved to be 
farther north than any other in- 
stitution of higher learning in the 
world. - It will train ite graduates to 
help develop Alaska along its two 
main lines of agriculture and min- 
ing. Authorities assert this north- 
ern soil holds big things in both 


food and metals. 

Roth United States government 
and Aiaska Territorial funds are 
heineg used by the college. Congress, 
in 191%, designated a site for the 
school end set eside agricnuitural 
and mining lands in the Tanana Val- 
lev for the support of the institu- 
tion. Last year the Alaska Terri- 
torial Legislature voted $60,000 
the construction and pufchase of 
equipmert An annual Congres- 
sional avpropriation of $56,000 is 
expected to help mgin nthe 
achool. 

The Fairbanke Tnited States Gov- 
ernment Agricultural Station. now 
located on the college site, will be- 
come pert of the new institution and 
will continue to draw its revenue 
for support from the Federal govern- 
ment. 

The collece cornerstone was laid 
July 4, 1915. The site is high on a 
hill overlooking the city of Fair- 
banks, the Tanana River and the 
railroad the United States gsovern- 
ment t« building between Seward 
and Fairbanks.

It is claimed also that 
the air-cooled shows somewhat bet- 
ter fuel economy, but I have never 
personally tried to demonstrate this 
to be a fact. 

It is a fact, however, that a water- 
cooled engine will show somewhat 
more power than an alr-cooled of 
the same size. As a matter of fact, 
the average American car has plenty 
of power for every legitimate pur- 
pose: anything beyond this is mere 
excess baggage, so that the inferior- 
power-producing characteristics of 
the air-cooled is more a question of 
interest to the engineer in his labo- 
ratory than to the practical owner 
on the road. 

The third type of engihe in com- 
mon use today, the Knight sliding 
sleeve construction, employs sliding 
sleeves inside the cylinders instead 
of the dise-shaped poppet valves. 
Ports are cut in these sleeves and 
as the sleeve slides up or cown the 
ports register with the manifolds,

The modern steanf engine has 
many virtues. It is the quietest and 
most flexible type in existence. The 
range of speeds and power is al- 
most endless, It operates on kero- 
sene, which is a considerable con- 
tribution to economy of upkeep. In 
its present form the steam engine 
is practically foolproof and needs 
no more attention than any other 
type of automobile power plant. 

It may be of Interest now that we 
are through with the living to glance 
at the morgue. The rotary valve en- 
gine uses long bars of steel or iron 
instead of the conventional valves. 
These bars revolve in the cylinder 
head. Ports are cut in the bars, 
which register with the mantfolds 
and combustion chamber. There have 
been rumors that the rotary valve 
engine would undergo a rejuvenation 
after the war, and the type has cer- 
tain advantages that make this seem 


possible 
TO BE TRIED. 

The revolving cylinder engine will 
scarcely find a place in automobile 
design, although it is used in air- 
Plane work, as witness the Gnome 
engine in France. The nowy opers- 
tion and the quantities of oil and 
fuel demanded by this type make it 
impossible for an automobile power 
plant, though it was In use a good 
many years ago. 

The piston valve engine has smal! 
pistons to control tts intake and ex- 
haust ports. These pistons move up 
and down in small cylinders, just 
as the big piston does In the main 
cylinder. The type has no particular 
advantage that I can see, in addition 
certainly makes for 
weight and bulk, is difficult to lubri- 
cate and the parts are particularly 
inaccessible in case of accident. 

The Diesel engine, of which we 
have heard much in marine work, 
remains to be tried out in automo- 
bile design. It would have to be re- 
duced hugely in wetght before It 
could be avallable, out it has in- 
herent possibilities, and perhaps we 
shall see it used after the war. Un- 
the Diesel would first be 
introduced as a truck power plant 
and then would follow refinement 
until it was ready for use in pas- 
Senger cars. At any rate, this is a 
possible development of the future

To Resume Auto Making First 
of the Year. 


Subject to regulation by the War 
Industries Board, the Peerless fac- 
tory at Cleveland will resume Janu- 
ary 1 the manufacture of automo- 
biles, according to telegraphic in- 
formation received iast week by 
Smith Bros., Peerless distributors for 
Southern California. 

“For a long time the Peerless 
Plant was on a 75 per cent. war ba- 
sis and for the last few months the 
entire factory has been devoted to 
government work. Many thousands 
of Peerless trucks have been sent 
abroad for use by the Allies and by 
this government since the beginning 
of the war. I have not been advised 
what the volume of output will / 
amount to at the beginning, but rT) 
assume it must be a limited one, as 
‘time is required before an“immense 
plant which has been on a war basis 
can be returned to pre-war dondi- 
tions,” stated Stanley W. Smith. 

“I believe the raw-material mar- 
ket will regulate the number of cars 
that will be turned out for the next 
six months. Although Uncle Sam 
has turned over for commercial use 
about 13,000,000 tons of steel, great 
inroads will be made in this by all- 
around demands. There are some 
who believe normal conditions will 
exist In about three months, but I 
hardly think that is possible. I see 
littie chance for the present of any 
material reduction in car prices. 
When the factories finally swing 
once more into big production—and 
the output for this country and for 
foreign t is going to be enor- 
mous—then’ the downward tendency 
in the matter of prices wil! prevail.”

Moreover, the problem of crop fertilization 
is one which we cannot point to as becom- 
ihg increasingly simple as the illuminating 
rays of scientific research are cast toward 
this field of investigation. Indeed. it would 
seem that every little discovery made by 
the investigator reveals new problems yet 
to be solved, so that the more intense is our 
study of this science the more baffling and 
complex it becomes.

It is not the 
wish of the writer to detract from the 
credit due any man, but in the light of the 
work of De Saussure it seems that Liebig 
has been given far too much credit for his 
contribution. However, it is true that 
Liebig’s ideas have dominated fertilizer the- 
ory and practice until quite recently. 

As De Saussure had already listed the es- 
sential plant food elements. it occurred to 
Liebig that it was a mere matter of arithme- 
tic to analyze the crop coming from the land 
and determine the amounts of these ele- 
ments taken out by the crop. then to analyze 
the sofl and find out the amounts of the 
needed elements present and to divide the 
latter figure by the former, giving the num- 
ber of years before the land would be wern 
out. It was then a simple matter to add 
each year equivalent amounts of the various 
elements talen off in the crop. and the fer- 
tility of the soil would be maintained. 
Would that it were so simple! Liebig even 
prepared charts for most of the economic 
crops of Germany showing the amounts of 
each element necessary to add annually. 

WHAT OF SOIL ANALYSIS? 

Thus the idea of the soil analysis as a 
basis for a programme of fertilization came 
into existence. It has its valuable features, 
it is true, but it has been greatly overdone. 
It sounds so “scientific” to analyze the soll

tion regulations for the shipment of early 
navel oranges. His laboratories may be

requires that no oranges may be shipped in 
interstate commerce unless the fruil shows 
a chemical content of at least eight parts of 
all soluble solids to each part of acid. I 
years past this law worked to general sat- 
isfaction of growers an consumers. This 
season, however, there is a very low acid 
content in the fruit, giving a high test on 
oranges that are insipid in flavor. This con- 
dition has led to the conviction a change 
in the regulations will be needed and it will 
be Chemist Rex's task to secure the facts 
upon which to base the proposed modifi- 
cation. 
Present indications are that a number of 


the olive growers of Tulare county will 
contest in the courts the validity of the 
contract: signed by them and requiring

and tell whaf fertilizers are necessary! And 
it has even gone farther than that. The 
idea is current among many of the uniniti- 
ated, and unfortunately it is not contra- 
dicted by many so-called “soil experts,” that 
a soil analysis readily determines just what 
crops can be grown on the particular plece 
of land in question as well as which will be 
the most profitable. It is of course obvious 
to the thinking person that climatic condi- 
tions are of more value in determining the 
answers to these questions than any mere 
soil analysis. The richest soil in the world 
would grow nothing at the North Pole! 

It is an extremely rare case where a com- 
plete soil analysis is justified. There are, 
however, a few simple tests which are well 
worth while, designed to indicate unfavor- 
able conditions or deficiencies present in a 
soil. Such are the alkali test, test Jor 
acidity (rare in California,) tests for amount 
of organic matter present, and determina- 
tions of the amounts of nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash in the soil. In good ordi- 
nary agricultural soils in California practic- 
ally the only element which may be defi- 
| cient is nitrogen.

Victor C. Alder- 
son, president of the school, hints that 
Colorado could supply the Pacific Coast 
with crude ofl after the Pacific Coast oil 
fields have yielded their last barrel. 

Oll shale is a consolidated mud or clay 
deposit from which petroleum is obtained 
yb distillation, the amount of fuel pro- 
cured from a ton of shale varying from 
twelve to 130 gallons, of depending of 
upon the richness of the shale. 

OUR RICH DEPOSITS. 


The first oi! shale still was established in 
1846. in Scotland, where there are now 
several elabordte and costly plants produc- 
ine large amounts of crude oil from Scottish 
fields, which are comparatively poor and 
limited when sized up with the fields in 
Western America. There is one body of 
oll shale In California which will, it is estt- 
mated, produce 1,000,000,000 barrels of ofl 


Tle Scottish shales produce an average 
of thirty gallons of crude oll per ton of 
shale, at a cost lower than that of Call 
fornia crude oil, delivered at Edinburgh. 
Naphtha, gasoline, motor spirits, Kerosene, 
lubricating oil, paraffin and still crease are 
produced from the shales 

That oils for lubrication can be readily 
produced from shales is a source of satis- 
faction to the fuel economist and manufac- 
turer of farm machines, for the lack of Iu- 
bricating olls would be a greater catastro-

URGES GROWING OF 
MORE STOCK BEETS. 


William Henn, a Kansas City beef cattle 
breeder showing some fine stock at the Cali- 
fornia Liberty Fair, is a busy man, but he 
finds some spare time to wonder why the 
stock and dairy men of Southern California 
do not raise and feed more stock beets, a 
forage that he is certain can be grown to 
better advantage here than in his own State. 
Less would be heard hereabouts concerning 
the high cost of feed, he believes, if these 
beets were more generally grown in South- 
ern California. 

Shortly after Mr. Henn arrived with his 
fine string of Herefords and Shorthorns, he 
started big search for stock beets to mix 
with grain as the best ration to keep his 
animals in condition. He found a field 
where he secured a ton of beets—larger 
than the Middle West beets—which were de- 
livered at the Liberty Fair grounds for $19. 
Some other exhibitors showing cattle fol- 
lowed Mr. Henn’s example, and stock beets 
were in great demand. 

Mr. Henn feeds three pounds of ground 
red or yellow beets and three pounds of 
grain to each of his big Herefords and 
Shorthorns every day. He finds this ration 
eliminates all traces of fever and keeps his 
exhibits in the pink of condition. Sugar 
beets or sugar beet pulp is not near as good 
for stock as the glant field beet or maneel 
wurzel, he says. From thirty to fifty tons 
per acre can be grow here, he believes. 


KILLING HOGS. 


In preparing hogs to be slaughtered @ 
fast of twenty-four to thirty-six hours, 
plenty of water, careful handling, and rest 
before slaughter are all important in se 
curing meat in the best condition for use, 
either fresh or for curing purposes. fF 
In the stomach decomposes very rapidly 
after slaughter, and where the dressing is 
slow the gases generated often affect the 
flavor of the meat. Water should be given 
freely up to the time of slaughter, as it 
keeps the temperature normal.- It ig highly 
important that the anima! be not excited in 
any way sufficiently to raise the tempera- 
ture of the body. If the animal becomes 


heated it ig better to allow it to rest over- 
night before ee than to risk spoiling

farm household had any but minor dealings 
with the outside world. Under such condi- 
tions the need for accounts was slight. But 
those conditions no longer exist--fhe farm 
household, though still in many cases re 


‘ceiving its major support in farm products 


consumed at home; purchases far more ex- 
tensively than ever before from outside 
sources. Farm household accounts nave be- 
come essential to economy, 

Household expenses on the larm are very 
intimately assotiated with the business of 
the farm itself. The farm normally supplies 


much material which otherwise would be-| 
come a household expense The household, | 


in turn, very oiten furnishes board for farm 
labor, which would otherwise be a farm ex- 
pense. Merely from the standpoint of keep- 
ing track of household expenses as related 


_An ordinary blank deybook or ledger book 


to farm business, household accounts are de- 


sirable and should serve to supplement and 
round out farm accounts 

There are tWo methods of keeping a rec- 
ord of household expenditures. One is to 
record the purchases or money paid out 
without classifying the expenditures. The 


ether is to classify when the record is made. 


The first method is very simple, requires 
no special form, and -cives all necessary in 
formation regarding expenditures. At the 
end of the month or at the end of the year 


The total expenditures readily may be de 
‘termined In order, bowever. to know the 


totals for each kind or class it will be neces 
sary to make up a monthly summary in 
which the items will be distributed in dil- 
ferent columns, by classes’ This extra work 
at the end of each month (or at the end of 
the year) may cause discquragement and neeg- 
lect of classification, with the result that

United States the open-market 
newsprint is double what it was a 
break of the war. It is so high 
that England has cut down the 
newspapers, and France has 
periodicals one-half. For two days 
week the French dailies do not 


\ than two pages each. 


Italy is also cutting on paper, and in Hun 
gary the use of newsprint is limited by law. 
Newspapers of the highest price may pu 
lish eight pages only. Those of the next 
grade are permitted four pages, while those 
of the lowest price can publish only two 
pages per issue. 

There has been a material reduction tn 
the size of our papers, and the government 
has put all newspaper sales and subscrip- 
tions upon a cash basis. No complimentary 
or gift copies can now be distributed, and 
the padding of circulations is not permitted. 
The government itself is using about five 
times as much paper as it consumes in 
peace times. Roughly speaking, it will take 
this year one pound out of every 100 pounds 
produced in the United States, and it is urg- 
ing the people to save paper in every pos- 
sible way. 

This famine is largely due to the war. “It 
is impossible to ship paper from the United 
States and Canada to Europe, and some of 
the big Canadian milis which formerly sup- 
plied the English periodicals are now. send- 
ing their product to us. This is so of the 
milis in Newfoundland belonging to Lord 
Northcliffe, which were established by him 
to make newsprint for the London Times, 
Mail and others of his periodicals. He is 
not able to get the paper over the ocean, 
and he shipped 18,000,000 pounds into this 
country last year. 


More Papers Published Than 
Ever Before in History. 


A NOTHER cause of the famine is the in- 
creased consumption of newsprint all 
over the world. New papers are springing 
up in every locality. Japan is now printing 
eimost as many periodicals as any western 
country of similar size.+ China has its 
dailies, and there has been a great growth of 
newspapers in all parts of the Far East. 

South’ America is using more and more 
papér, and it has now one or two journals 
whose circulations compare fawrably with 
those of our great city dailies. Australia 
has more papers in proportion to its popula- 
tion than England, and the number of 
periodicals in the United States is steadily 
increasing. Taking the whole world into 
account there are now published something 
like 60,000 periodicals, and their total circu- 
lations are billions of copies a year. 


We have in the United States a dozen 
cities the dailies of each of which have a 
subscription list of more than 500,000 copies 
daily. In New York the daily copies issued 
» number almost 4,000,000, and those of Phila- 
delphia, Chicago and Boston have each 
2,000,000 and upward. In 1914 the circula- 
tion of the Boston papers was 2,225,000 
copies per day, and that city led Phila- 
delphia and Chicago in its daily output of 
papers. New York is now issuing four daily 
papers for every family in that city. 


Let us stop a moment and think what 
the above figures mean. The New York 
Times has figured that its average circula- 
tion of 350,000 would make a strip of paper 
about 1380 miles long. Using that average 
as the unit of calculation the daily output 
of Boston would require newsprint enough 
to carpet a pathway the width of this page 
you are reading 8880 miles long. The strip 
of paper would reach from Boston to Chi- 
cago, and on to San Francisco. and across 
the Pacific Ocean to Shanghai, and up the 
Yangtse River to somewhere near Hankow, 
China. Turn ft the other way and it would 
' go across the Atlantic Ocean to where our 
troops are fighting in France. and “from 
there to Berlin and on across Russia to 
somewhere in Siberia.

day's output of newspapers would more 
than carpet the tunnel to where it came out 
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on the other side somewhere in Siam or fur- 
ther India. 

But that ig the paper output of only one 
city, and proportionate-demands are made 
day in and day out all the year through in 
all the qjties of the United States, and for 
the 60,000 periodicals read by the world. The 
paper used is newsprint and it is ali made 
of wood pulp of one kind or another. 

Wood pulp is needed for our weeklies and 
monthiies as well as the dailies. The for- 


mer have a circulation of 50,000,000 copies 


and the latter one of 80,000,000 copies per 
issue. The books and pamphiets we print 
number about 87,000,000 a year, and in addi- 
tion we are turning out 7,000,000 or %,000,000 
pleces of sheet and book music. Every bit 
of paper so used comes from the forest. It 
requires men to get out the wood, and great 
mills to grind up the fibers or by chemical 
action to turn them into paper like tnat or 
better than that of this page you are read- 
ing. The number of mills we have devoted 


speak and preach their sermons to all the 
world. Moreover, through the waterpowers 
which move the mills, we are finding “books 


im the running brooks,” and are yanking 
newspapers out of the sawleogs which that 
power grinds. 


The logs used for making paper are of 
various diameters. It takes about a cord of 
wood to make a ton of pulp, and a roll which 
weighs: that spread out like a carpet wuuld 
cover any city pavement for the length of 
three and a half miles. The logs ground 
during my stay were about a foot thick. 
The first process was taking off the bark. 
This was done by planing machines, and the 
wood thus stripped was carried on endless 
belts to the factory and dropped into round 
boxlike mills of steel about cight feet in 
diameter and eight feet in height. Inside 
each mill was a grindstone against which 
the logs were pressed by machinery in such 
a way that they were gradually pulverized

to the business is more than 700, and in or- 
dinary times they employ 80,000 men. We 
make about half of all the wood pulp made 
in the world. The war and the influenza 
are reducing the number of workmen, and 
the price of the product continues to rise. 

But before we go farther let me tell you 
what wood pulp is and how it is made. It 
comes from the soft woods of the fo 
and there are a score or re trees which 
are furnishing our present supply. in Can- 
ada, for instance, there is a strip of spruce 
end poplar which runs across the greater 
part of the continent. It contains the chief 
wood pulp reserves of this hemisphere and 
it will be furnisiiing paper for many years to 
come. 


Connected with it are some of the biggest 
pulp mills of the world. I visited the largest 
of them not long ago. It is making me- 
chanical and chemical pulp for shipment to 
the United States. The wood used is spruce 
cut In the forests above Lake Superior, and 
brought down to the great waterpower at 
Sault Ste. Marie. where there is a drop of 
twenty feet from Lake Superior to Lake Hu- 
ron. The mills stand on the edge of the 
water and great turbines furnish the power. 
The spruce is cut in the forests during the 
winter, and floated déwn the rivers to the 
lake and thence on to the Sault. There are 
great piles of thig timber on the shore ane 
in the water, and stacks of it not far from 
the mills.

The machinery is such that the wood rests 
obliquely against the «tone, and it is zround 
across the grain. As the wood particles fall 
into the water they are turned to a pulp and 
when they come out they look much like 
chewed paper. This is screened iu wire 
strainers to remove the lumps, and then 
dropped upon wide belts of the finest of 
woolen felt. The particles fall upon the 
belt In such a way that they coat ‘t and be- 
come felted, forming a cardboard or paper, 
whith passes through other machines and 
finally comes out in the great rolls of 
newsprint ready for shipment to the pub- 
lishing houses all over the country. 


Logs Digested to Make 
Pulp for Paper. 

KAVING this great mill, in which ground 

pulp is made, ? went to a high tower of 
steel, where wood pulp is manufactured by 
chemical processes. in this there is no 
grinding whatever. The logs are cut into 
chips and dropped into enormous steel tanks 
filled with steam and sulphurous acid. The 
acid works on the wood as your stomach 
works upon food. It digests it info a pulp 
producing a pure cellulose forming an excel 
lent paper. The tank | saw making chemical 
pulp was as tall as an eight-story flat, and 
it contained a large amount of wood. The 
process is known as the sulphite process. 
Another pnocess is the sulphate. It is used

ge@vernment reservations, and this is espe- 
cially so in the Western States and Alaska. 
The government has a laboratory for test- 
ing such woods at Madison, Wis., and it is 
making fine paper of many varieties of wood 
that have not been used before. The scien- 


tists say that almost any tree can be used 
for newsprint and that a vast deal of wood 
pulp can be created from those parts of the 
tree pow wasted in the manufacture of lum- 
ber. 

Commodities of Every Sort 

Made of Paper. 


OOD pulp is largely taking the place of 
leather, It is used to make car 
wheels, water mains and even telegraph 
poles. The pulp poles are hollow, and much 


lighter than those made of wood. They are 


stronger and are not affected by wind and 
rain and other causes that shorten the life 
of the ordinary pole. 


The Europeans are making coffins of wood 
cloth. Such coffing take a high polish and 
They are 
much less expensive. Matches are made of 
wood pulp, and we have wood-pulp pencils in 
which the paper is coiled round the lead. 

A Frenchman has invented a process of 
making paper thread, and paper thread has 
been woven in Saxony for ten years or more. 
Some English chemists have invented a wa- 
terproof paint of this material. They spray 
it over the buildings and it is used to cover 
large surfaces. We have also paper windew- 
panes, made in France, and paper cuspidors 
are to be found everywhere.. Paper pails, 
flower pots and furniture, including beds, 
tables and chairs, are among the 
ties of the future. e 


Paper twine became common in the United 
States after the Civil War and we have 
today a dozen different machines on the mar- 
ket for twisting paper into twines and rope. 
Germany makes bags of paper yarn, and the 
United States has a line of floor coverings 
made of paper. 

Paper twisting is divided into two opera- 
tions. The first is taking the big wood-pulp 
rolig which weigh from 308 to 700 pounds 
and slitting them into narrow strips of va 
rious widths. They are then rewound on 
solid disks, waiting for the paper twister. 
The next process is twisting the paper, for 


which there are several different types of — 


machines all more or less complicated. 


The best paper yarns of today are those 
made in Japan. They are from a bamboo 
paper so fine that the yarn from it is said to 
be equal in strength to that made from sea 
island cotton. Japan is also producing paper 
ribbons and quilting materials and towels 
using a paper warp and linen or cotton fill- 
ing. England, Norway, Sweden and Ger- 
many al) have their paper specialties, and In 
fact there are hundreds of products made 
from wood pulp. 


Walling the other day through the woods 
of my mountain farm, in Virginia, I found 


partments with floors of pulp filled with 
combs and supported pulp columns with 
passages between. 

The hornet, wasp and other insects were 
among the first paper makers? and it was 
from them that man got his first ideas of 
grinding up wood to make paper. The hor- 
nets chew the woody fibers, and by the aid 
of their saliva make them into a pulp 
which is almost as firm .as that on which 
thig letter is printed.

Europeans Better Magicians 
Than Famous Orientals. 


“ HY ts it that magic and stories of 
W magic are often associated with the 


mysteries ‘of the Hast?” I asked. “Are the 
people of the Orient and India the world's 
cleverest magicians?” : 

“No, they’re not,” answered Mr. Kellar. 
“Most cleygr Europeans can beat them.” 

“Then the stories of marvels performed 
by Hindoo magicians are not true?” 

“They're true enough, in a way, but the 
public always expects so much more of a 
magician who works on the stage. They 
think that hé has all sorts of contrivances 
to help him, whereas the Hindoo works out 
in the open, with no clothes on but a loin 
cloth and no place to conceal things. 

“Oh. the Hindoos are crafty. I'd like to 
tell you of one of them and a little trick he 
performed. I saw him in Calcutta, he sat 
om the ground and he had a bow! filled with 
muddy water before him. On the top of the 
water was a NMttle china duck. He started 
his trick by taking some water from the 
bowl, mumbling some words, and sprinkiing 
the water gm the ground about the bowl. 
Then he would wave a wand over the bowl 
and tell the duck to dive. The duck would 


obediently go under. At a word it would 
come to the surface and obey his bidding, 
but when anyone in the audience (fied to 
touch it, the duck would disappear. 

“A very clever trick it was, and when I 
first. saw it | was completely mystified. 
Then I eaw the magician do it a second 


. time, and I caught on. Again he sprinkled 


the water about the bow! at the start. ‘That,’ 
~ Myself, ‘is done for a purpose.’ 
Again the duck went through its maneuvers 
at the direction of the Hindoo’s wand and 
befor he had finished | saw his plan. 

“The duck had a very fine hafr attached 
to it. This went through a very small hole 
in the bottom of bow! and outside it 
was fastehed to the wand. You could not 
see the hair two feet away, but of course 
the duck obeyed each movement of the 
wand. The water was sprinkled about the 
outside of the bowl to conceal the small 
amount of water that would of course trickle 
through the hole that the hair penetrated. 
A very simple trick, but exceedingly clever 
as performed by this Hindoo, with people 
watching him from all sides. 

“Years later I used the same ret- 
ting the effect in quite another way, ani « 
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feoled an audience of professors 
from the University of Pennsylvania.

Easiest Men to Fool. 

‘“ HIS brings us to the question of 

magic versus science, for certainly 
ft is the scientist who is most easily fooled 
One of the easiest men to fool that I have 
éver found was Lombroso, the great Italian 
criminologist. He tried his best to detect 
ny tricks but he couldn't do it. 

“So it was with the college professors at 
the University ef Pennsylvania. 1 produce: 
the duck trick for them. I had a large glass 
bowl on a table. The water in the bowl Wa. 
clear and on its top floated the little china 
duck. f put the duck through ite paces for 
the professors and they watched, trying to 
fathom my method. The duck went up and 
down, it swam around the bowl in whatever 
direction I suggested. 

“One of the professors suggested that tho 
effect was caused by odic force. I didn’ 
know what odic force was, but I let my fac« 
grow serious when he suggested it and | 
enswered tRat he might be right. Anothe! 
daid it was done by electricity, and a third 
spoke up qiuckly and said it couldn't be 
that because electricity couldn't wort, 
through glass in that way. Then a fourth 
was sure he had hit on the explanation. He 
said the trick was done by means of a 
magnet concealed in the table, which drew 
the duck down or let it come up at my 
bidding. 

“Il was just waiting for some one to *ur 
gest that explanation—it was so simple and 
natural. ‘All right,’ | said, ‘the duck, as you 
say, may have soMe metal in it that could 
be drawn down by a magne® But suppose 
Ome of you gentlemen lend.me some artic'e 
of apparel that has no metal in it end coul! 
Bot be influenced by a magnet. A de: 
hat, for instance.’ 

The hat was produced and placed on the 
table. And immediately it started to stand 
on end, to tip itself, and to move about the 
table. That flabbergasted the professors. 
They couldn't understand it, and they had 
mo theories to meet the situation. So |! 
came out with colors flying. 

“How did I do the trick? Well, the pro- 
fessor who had suggested the magnet, asked 
me that question any number of times. He 
used to come to see me almost every day 
during my stay in Philadelphia. And final- 
ly I told him. 

“He was a scientist and he knew a great 
deal about scientific laws that I didn't know. 
But on one point | had a tremendous advan- 
tage. 
every derby hat there is a steel wire. He 
Was right when he suggested that the duck 
in. the bowl was pulled down by a magnet 
in the table. But ! threw him off the track 
with the derby because he had no knowledge 
of hat-making; he did not know that the 
magnet also acted on that steel wire” 

“On one occasion, however, something 
happened that not only! nonplussed my 
critics, but fooled me completely. It was 
when I was demonstrating a trick to the 
late Edwin Booth, the famogs actor, who

100 pounds, and that after taking a 
three months’ course of treatment in a sana- 
torlum he weighed only eighty-three 
pounds, nude. Thig ts about the lowest 
limit that I have come across, for any one 
out of bed. | 

On the other hand, all tables of weight 
are far too high, being based, not on the 
weight of healthy people but on that of 
the average person—and how many people 
are really healthy? 

Also, Tl again call attention to the fact that 
the weight of the skeleton makes much dif- 
ference. This phase of the subject is ut- 
terly ignored by all writers on the subject 
of. weight. 

Those who take up the Nature Cure are 
often worried about loss of weight, a natu- 
ral and inevitable accompaniment toa heal- 
ing crisis. 

As health improves, the weight will be- 
_ @ome normal. The same method will re- 
duce or put on“weight, untid the patient 
‘weighs what he should weigh. 

Don’t worry about your weight. Seek 
health more than weight or strength, al- 
though you may combine all three, if you 

diligently undertake a course of rational 
living. Writing on this subject d. H. Ti 
Gen, M.D., says: 

“All really sick people need rest—rest 
from food and rest from labor. Physio- 
logical rest is given by withholding food. 
When food is withheld, weight drops off. 
This loss in weight wil) on, and epnnot, 
or should not, be checked until the body is 
thoroughly rid of toxins and secretions, and 
éxcretions are established: after which 
bodily weight returns. But in those who 
were carrying from ten to 100 pounds ex- 
cess, the excess will not return unless 
there is a return to the old habits of over- 
eating and overstimulation. This thinness 
is often referred to as being starved, by 
those who hold obesity an ideal state of 
health. 

“The social requirement regarding 
weight is that of a vulgar overweight. At 
least, that appears to be true of men’s 

mate of women. Today's standard ap- 
to have been set by sensualism—it is 
said that men admire fat women. 

“Overweight may be endured for a time; 
Overstimulation may be endured for a time; 
all kinds of bad habits may be endured for 
a certain’ length of time. But sooner or 
latef reform must take place; and if not 
before invalidism asserts itself, then dis 
ease calls a halt—not, however, before the 
great majority have died from some form 
of acute disease. For every person who 
lives to 80 years of age, 999 have died in in- 
fancy, childhood, manhood, or middle life. 
Those who get consolation out of the fact 
that some one among their acquaintances 
has lived to 80 years of age or more are, 
welcome to it, if they think it pays to prac- 
tice bad habits when only one..in a thou 
eand reaches a reasonable limit. 

“Those who are incurably ill with tuber- 
enlosis, diabetes, arteriosclerosis, or 
some other form of wasting disease, are 
kept alive much longer by reducing their 
weicht. The layman knows only that these 
patients are very thin. He thinks that if 
they were fed—stuffed—and fattened, they 
would be restored to the healthy class. He 
cannot know that feeding to put on weight 
ends in more toxemia and death. Tubercu- 
loste is a wasting disease, and even stuffing 
will not insure against wasting. 

“Maty people can be kept alive for years, 
and their disease controlled, by limiting 
their eating enough to keep the bodily 
weight down. 

“Those who have fibroid tumors should 
reduce their weight to normal, or even be- 
‘ow normal, and keep it there, if they 
would stop the growth. These tumors are 
stmple in their nature, and can do no harm 
if. the Wife that favored thelr growth is 
changed.

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F ALL the German rulers British en- 
tertain the deepest aversion to Duke 
Charles Edward of Saxe-Coburg and 

Gotha. This is due to the fact that 

he was born as an Englishman, in England, 
that he received tris education at Eton, and 
that it Wag only after leaving that fine old 
school, founded by King Henry VI, under 
the shadow, so to speak, of Windsor Castle, 
that he abandoned his English nationality 
‘for that of Germany, in order to succeed to 
the throne of the two duchies of Saxe-Coburg 
and of Gotha; thrones which had been 
spurned by the Duke of Connaught, and his 
son Prince Arthur of Connaught, wpose 
‘ights thereto had been superior to his own. 
Duke Charlies Edward's wid- 
owed mother, of German origin, 
still makes her home in Eng- 
land, where she has lived ever 
‘aince her marriage, in receipt of 
.& handsome annuity from the 
\British treasury, and his sister, 
Princess Alice of England, lives 
at Windsor Castle, as the wife 
of *Qeen youngest 
brother Alexander, formerly 
Prince of Teck, now Earl of Ath- 
lone, and serving as a seneral 
of the English army in France. 


If there is so much resent- 
ment entertained against Duke 
Charles Edward of Saxe-Coburg 
and Gotha, it is because of the 
savage and publicly proclaimed 
animosity which he has manjé 
fested for Great Britain and for 
everything British, since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

His cousin, Prince Albert of 
Schieswig-Holstein, likewise 
born and educated in England, 
but who was obliged to adopt 
German nationality to qualify 
himself for succession to the en- 
tailed estates of his house, has 
devoted himself at Berlin since 
the beginning of.the war to Red 
Cross work, and to endeavoring 
to alleviate the lot of British 
captives in German prison 
camps, retaining everybody's re- 


But Duke Charlies Edward has 
insisted leading his Saxe- 
‘Coburg regiments himself in the 
field against the English and bas 
publicly gloated over British re- 
verses, and over the sinking of 
the Lusitania, and has gone out of his way 
to express hatred for the land of his birth. 

He owes the possession of his throne to 
the fact that the only son of the late Duke 
Alfred, committed suicide, by blowing out 
bis brains, after having had his bealth and 
his fair name wrecked at Berlin where he 
was being brought up under the special 

- “paternal” care of the Kaiser. His widowed 
mother, sister of the late Emperor Alexan- 
der Ill of Russia, refused ever after to hol: 
any intercourse with the Kaiser, or set 
foot in Berlin. 


Dukes of Saxe-Coburg Cotha 
Have Been a Strange Lot. 


NE of the dukes of Saxe-Coburg and 

Gotha was so crazy on the subject of 
China, that he insisted on always being 
garbed as a mandarin, queves and all. even 
presiding over councils of his ministers and 
court functions and military reviews in that 
guise. The ruler of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
Duke Emil, declined to wear any other 
clothes than tnose of a woman, his head 
adorned with a wig, and he even received 
the First Napoleon in thet guise, curtesy- 
mg to him, aud advancing his cheek for a 
chaste salute from the French Emperor. 
Napoleon gave the kiss with a wry face, 
but declined absolutely the invitation of 
the Duke to enter the latter's state coach 
—still in existence and which is fashioned 
in the shape of a skull. 

Duke Ernest I of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
father of the prince consort of England, 
was such a reprobate, that his wife was 
obliged to leave him, and get a divorce. She 
afterwards married her yourtg chamberlain. 
She was so jealous of her young husband, 
that when she died, she left him all her 
property, on the condition that he should 
always keep her embalmed body under the 
same roof as himself, her object being to 
prevent him from remarrying.
